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Political Discrimination 


The plan of the provincial government 
to take over the licencing of the profes- 
sions in Alberta is a dangerous and un- 
thinkable business, not so much from the 
standpoint of what would probably hap- 
pen, but from the standpoint of what 
could and might happen. 

No one suggests that the present gov- 
ernment of this province would deliberate- 
ly use this reclaimed authority as a politi- 
cal weapon. : 

But once one province made such an 
ill-advised move, the professions all over 
the country would soon be subject to the 
hazard of political discrimination. No one 
in Alberta, not even the premier, can guar- 
antee that this province will always have 
a government above such practices 

The government does not propose to 
abolish the powers of exclusion now exer- 
cised by the professions themselves. It 
merely proposes to appropriate those 
powers and exercise them itself. 

Such powers in the hands of any gov- 
ernment are too utterly perilous. 

Lawyers who offended or flouted an 
unscrupulous attorney-general could be 
summarily barred from practice. 

Medical men, accountants, dentists or 
architects who offered unusual political 


opposition to the government could be 
penalized in a dozen different ways. 

We don’t expect such things to happen 
under the present government of Alberta. 
But they could happen. And since they 
could happen, the system which would per- 
mit them to happen Ys utterly wrong. 

This is the basis of the strong opposi- 
tion to government licencing of the profes- 
sions in Alberta. 

This opposition does not claim that the 
present self-control of the professions is 
perfect by any means. 

For example, the fee of $1,500 levied 
upon outside lawyers before they can prac- 
tice in Alberta is obviously excessive. 

The deliberate restriction in the num- 
ber of accountants permitted to practice is 
undoubtedly bad. 

And when it sometimes takes three 
weeks to two months to get a dental ap- 
pointment and when sick persons have to 
wait days to interview a doctor, it is clear 
that attempts to restrict the numbers of 
doctors and dentists to their present level 
are not in the best public interest. 

But these are abuses which the public 
should ask the professions to remedy them- 
selves. Certainly they are infinitely pref- 
erable to the threat of political discrimina- 
tion which could destroy professional use- 
fulness entirely. 


What Those Christmas Seals Buy 


By this time, nearly everybody in Ed- 
monton has received or should have re- 
ceived a supply of Christmas Seals sent 
out by the Kinsmen Club to enable the Al- 
berta Tuberculosis Associations to con- 
tinue their successful fight against a dan- 
gerous disease. 

Everybody who has received these 
seals should use them freely and pay for 
them promptly. ’ 

Those who have not 
should ask for them. 

For these Christmas Seals are more 
than a bit of color to decorate your mail 
and advertise the fight against tubercu- 
losis. 

They are the very armaments of that 
fight against tuberculosis. 

This 1950-51 season, the Tb. Associa- 
tions are asking for a total of $170,000 in 
the province, $15,000 more than last year. 

They should get it abundantly and 


received them 


readily because no money was ever put 
to better or more humane use. 

Some of the useful and essential work 
accomplished with this money is along 
these lines: 

The provision of X-ray equipment for 
certain hospitals. 

The provision of prizes and fellowships 
te encourage medical students to specialize 
in the treatment of tuberculosis. 

Public education in tuberculosis pre- 
vention. 

Social services to tubercular families. 

Occupational therapy. 

Tuberculosis research. 

The maintenance of the vitally useful 
Mobile Chest X-ray Units. 

It is significant that tuberculosis, which 
killed 195 persons in every 100,000 in 1900. 
now kills only 33 persons in every 100,000. 

Tuberculosis is preventable. It is cur- 
able. 

The sale of Christmas Seals contributes 
heavily to both prevention and cure. 


No Extensions of Employment 


The time is approaching when certain 
city employes, notably those of the Ed- 
monton Transit System, will be due to re- 
tire under the city’s pension plan. 

It is to be hoped that the city will not 
pursué its entirély unjustified policy of ex- 
tending the employment terms of some of 
those who have reached the age of 65. 

It would be ridiculous to suppose that 
all employes who have attained 65 have 
passed the age of usefulness. Many of them 
will have long years of efficiency ahead of 
them. 

But the entire employment structure 
of the city and its pension plan are calcu- 
lated on the basis of retirement at 65. 


Egypt Should Clean 


Egypt is furiously angry with Greece 
because the Grecian queen, an intelligent, 
charming and exceedingly popular lady, 
gave an interview to an American publica- 
tion in which she implied that Egypt's 
King Farouk came perilously close to in- 
sulting her.

Train 
Orders 


Editor, Bulletin—With refer- 
ence to your editorial pertaining 
to recent ONR mishap, 1 would 
like to put you straight on the 
handling of train orders. 

When you are called by dis- 
patcher to take an order for a 
train, you must first be absolutely 
certain that said train has not 
passed your train order signal, 
you then give the dispatcher that 
assurance, and place your sema- 
phore board in stop position, 
making certain if at ‘night that 
your semaphore light is lighted, 
The words SD or “stop” display- 
ed is then given dispatcher, and 
the order is then copied, repeat- 
ed back to dispatcher, who 
checks same, word for word, 
number for mumber, all spelled 
out in full, and each word un- 
derlined in his transmitting book. 

If any other operator is taking 
the same order he must also 
check every word repeated, and 
you are not allowed under any 
consideration, to re-write said 
order and deliver same to train 
without first repeating corrected 
copy back to dispatcher, and 
there is absolutely nothing in 
the rules to say that a train or- 
der must be copied on a type- 
writer 

Also in the handling of restrict- 
ed orders like 31's the Conductor 
must repeat order aloud to Oper- 
ator, the Operator checking same, 
the engineer must also repeat or- 
der aloud to Conductor and sign 
his copy also. when taking de- 
livery likewure all members of 
train concerned must see and 
acknowledge all orders to En- 
gineer and Conductor,

Fatigue, Swollen Gland 
Often Leukemia Sign 


The name, leukemia, was orig- 
inally proposed by the German 
pathologist, Virchow, more than 
100 years ago. It means literally 
“white blood.” 

Of course, the blood does not 
turn completely 
white in leuk- 
emia, but there 
is a “whiteness” 
about it which 
is caused by the 
destruction of 
many red cells 
and their re- 
placement by 
colorless cells, 
known as white 
cells or leukocytes. 

Leukemia is really a condition 
in which the white cells have 
grown wildly. In leukemia, not 
only are there more white cells 
than there should be, there are 
abnormal forms and types also. 

Under norma! conditions there 
are between 5000 and 10,000 white 
cells in a cubic millimeter of 
blood (a cubic millimeter, in- 
cidentally, is an extremely small 
quantity), but in leukemia the 
mumber of white cells—normal 
and abnormal — rises to 30,000 
or 40,000 and sometimes as high 
as 100,000 or more in a cubic 
millimeter 


Several Kinds 
Of Leukemia 

There are severa) kinds of leu- 
kemia, named according to the 
type of cell which is predominant 
and the acuteness or chronicity 
of the cvundition. Regardless of 
the type, however, the cause of

leukemia is not known, although 
many theories have been sug- 
gested, 

In the rapid or acute cases of 
leukemia, regardless of the type 
of cells involved, the body be- 
comes overwhelmed with these 
abnormal! leukocytes. Usually, the 
patient becomes weaker rapidly. 
Bleeding may take place from 
the gums or the skin, and the 
latter is usually pale amd slight- 
ly yellowish looking. 

In the slower or more chronic 
cases, enlargement of the lymph 
glands in the arm pits, groin, or 
neck may be the first sign of the 
disease. The spleen also is usual- 
ly enlarged, Increasing fatigue 
is another common early sign. 


Transfusions 
May Help 


The person who discovers a 
cure for leukemia will merit uni- 
versal acclaim. As things are to- 
day, however, a sure cure for the 
disease is not available. Those 
who are afflicted with leukemia, 
especially the chronic varieties, 
can be helped temporarily in 
many cases by blood transfusion, 
sometimes by X-rays over the 
spleen or by certain kinds of 
arsenic preparations taken by 
mouth. These can be considered 
only temporarily helpful, but 
there are others which are being 
studied

California isn't merely a state, 
but a way of life. And a rather 
full one, at that. 

I have no statistics on the stand- 
ard of living here or how wages 
compare with the rest of the 
country. They'd just bore you, 
anyway. 

But the visitor’s first (and sec- 
ond and third) impression is that 
nowhere in the U.S. are people 
munching as high off the hog or 
as healthy and happy as the 
fortunate folk of the Golden 
State.

They say that finding a 
native Californian is as difficult 
as finding a native New Yorker.

They come, instead, from Col- 
orado, Illinois and Oklahoma 
and all points east and no mat- 
ter how long they stay they 
never lose their first wild de- 
light in the country. 

The only regret I've heard an 
immigrant express came from a 
retired farmer from Kansas who 
sighed and said: I wish I'd known 
about this 57 years sooner’n I 
did!” 

Like British Columbia, Califor- 
nia attracts a tremendous num- 
ber of aged folks, most of whom 
seem to catch the train west, 
clutching their small nesteggs, 
hoping that the winter’s sun will 
warm their cold old bones before 
the lily is put in their hands. 

In no time at all, the men are 
wearing Bing Crosby shirts, the 
old ladies are mincing to market 
in yellow shorts and they're all 
cackling like mad when they pass 
mortuaries, Nobody would dream 
of dying in California. It’s too 
nice a place to leave. 

And, of course, you know the 
late Tom Brennaman made a 
fortune inerely by kissing ancient 
matrons who'd come to Califor- 
nia and regained the primitive 
urge. 


Here Lunacy 
Has Its Charms 


California — and again, like 
British Columbia—also attracts 
@ great many screwballs, There's 
hardly a coastal town, for exam- 
ple, that doesn’t have its “hermit,” 
robed, sandalled and bearded, 
reputed to live in a cave in the 
hills, but usually on view pad- 
ding about the streets. 

One of the classic types is the 
weirdie we encountered in La- 
guna Beach, He has a splendid,

California, ‘You have, for ex- 
ample, the “grand opening” of 
super-markets or gas stations 


which has become a tradition in 
these parts, Anything that hap- 
pened 15 minutes ago in Cali- 
fornia js a tradition. 


Tremendous 
Activity 
The visitor from less fortunate 


places, in terms of climate, mgy 
be befuddled, too, by the enor- 
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mous amount of activity. Every- 
one plays hard and long in Cali- 
fornia. 

To traverse any highway is to 
see citizens by the thousands on 
the golf links, the tennis courts, 
racing Model “T's” on the hard- 
packed sand beaches, casting 
lines into the surf, burbling 
jauntly along on motor scooters, 
poised ove> easels, working movie 
cameras, 

“When we were in Arizona I 
wrote of the enormous western 
energy of the people, For Cal- 
ifornia, multiply by four. 

Why? Climate, mostly, The 
crisp nights were made for sleep- 
ing, the long, warm days were 
made for living and you know 
when winter comes because 
things start getting green. 

The urge to get out-of-doors 
is a clarion call ten months of 
the year. The man or woman 
without a suntan is either a visit- 
or of two days or one of the 
Hollywood and Vine types who 
only come_out at night under a 
full moon, 


Vitamins 
Play Part 


The high-powered Californian 
energy doubtless comes, 00, 
from a simple case of vitamins, 
I don’t know how anybody could 
live in this state and not end up 
a glutton. 

Roadside eateries are every- 
where, offering calories by the 
carload. Consider a light noon- 
day snack in a typical “drive- 
in,” 

The hamburger is a double- 
decker. The hot dog is a foot 
long. California malted milks 
must be taken with a spoon, 
Orange juice sells by the fresh- 
squeezed quart. Avocado pears 
sell for as low as nine cents. 
I've eaten so many I'm begin- 
nine to look like one. 


The place has its faults, In- 
deed, the visitor may fee) that 
all this is too flamboyant, too 


theatrical, too out of this world 
for his tastes. But as a way of 
life, it's probably the world's 
finest carousel ride.
